The trees of our desert are few in 
number but of a hardy strain, able 
to withstand the demands of life in 
a land where the unfitted succumb 
quickly. 
There are seven kinds that 
might be classified as native, six of 
these dwell in the sandy washes and 
waste places, the other requires a 
constant supply of water, hence is 
confined to the canyons and water 
holes. 


A few more might be includ­ 
ed but that depends upon the 
definition of a tree. 
Defining a 
tree seems simple but there is 
doubt sometimes as to the divi­ 
sion line between a tree and a 
bush. 
Often a bush dwelling 
under favorable conditions takes 
on a tree-like form and often a 
tree dwelling under unfavorable 
conditions takes on a bush-like 
form. 
Then if one explores the 
canyons containing living water 
he will find a few more kinds of 
trees but they could hatdly be 
included in our list as true dw ell­ 
ers of the desert. 


The exotics, trees not native to 
this locality, have been imported by 
man. 
There are many from many 
parts of the world and have added 
much to the flora wealth but they 
also should not be included though 
some are taken for 
granted, 
they 
have been here so long and have 
thrived so well. 


This leaves the original seven, 
native to the lower altitudes of 
the 
Colorado 
Desert. 
Some 
might not agree with the com­ 
pleteness of this list but it does 
cover the point. O f these seven, 
five — iron wood, Palo Verde, 
honey mesquite, screwbean, mes­ 
quite, smoke tree — belong to 
the pea family. 
It is remark­ 
able that this single family, ex­ 
tensive as it is, should furnish 
such a large per cent of 
the 
hardy desert trees. 


The desert willow is a member of 
the bignonia family. 
It is a success­ 
ful dweller of the washes where it 
seems to find conditions favorable to 
s u r v i v a l . 
Certain characteristics 
might easily have led the old timers 
to give the name o f desert willow 
and once a name has been generally 
used it continues as the popular iden­ 
tification title. 


Our 
best 
known 
tree, 
of 
course, is the palm and because 
of its inability without a large, 
constant, supply of water is con­ 
fined to the oases and canyons. 
It possesses spectacular charac­ 
teristics that strike the eye, play 
upon the imagination, and as a 
dweller of much 
sought 
out 
places has been publicized until 
the person who has never visit­ 
ed here or has not had the other 
trees brought to his 
attention 
has visions of palms, palms, and 
palms, only. 
H e feels the land­ 
scape is littered with them but 
what might not be true of the 
landscape is nearly true of the 
many canyons heading into the 
western mountain range. 
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Last summer I had the good for­ 
tune to visit several small museums 
o f natural history and was 
sur­ 
prised at the huge number o f visit­ 
ors; on week days there were always 
some viewing the exhibits and on 
Sundays and holidays there was a 
regular procession. 
I believe it goes 
to show that more persons are be­ 
coming aware of the outdoors though 
I must admit that 
many 
wander 
abut just to pass the time. 


The naturalist service of the 
national parks has done much to 
bring to visitors the many things 
of interest that would otherwise 
go unnoticed. 


A museum, I learned, is not just 
a collection o f articles but rather ex­ 
hibits explaining natural science and 
history, a story if you please, under­ 
standable and easily read. 
This is 
the modern method o f managing a 
museum and has converted 
many 
collections of miscellaneous junk into 
one of the leading attractions o f the 
community. The stories of the strug­ 
gles of directors to bring about such 
reforms, to maintain the idea, 
to 
overcome the determination of don­ 
ors to perpetuate their names w ith­ 
out concern for the usefulness o f the 
objects donated, would fill volumes. 


The ocotilio is not a cactus. 
I mention this because it seems 
to be a popular misunderstand­ 
ing. 
T he ocotilio is a member 
of 
the 
candlewood 
f a m i l y 
(Fouquieriaceae ). 


SEWER SYSTEM 


IS PREDICTED 


TOR THIS YEAR 


County supervisors. SERA officials, 
the local sanitation 
com m ittee, and 
members of the Cham ber of Commerce 
board of directors discussed the pro­ 
posed sew er project w ith leading prop­ 
erty ow ners a t a w ell-attended m eet­ 
ing in the school 
library, 
Tuesday 
forenoon. 


County supervisors assured th e cit­ 
izens that the 
county 
is willing to 
sponsor the project, which, it is esti­ 
m ated, will 
cost 
possibly $100,000, 
the work to be done w ith SERA labor 
or funds from the new federal public 
works fund. 


The sanitation com m ittee, consist­ 
ing of Earle Strebe, E arl Coffman and 
Philip Boyd, subm itted the report and 
sanitation m ap prepared by State San­ 
itary E ngineer Tucker. 
The report 
urged th at property on Palm Canyon 
Drive and Indian Avenue, from th e El 
Paseo Building to Del Tahquitz Hotel, 
should be served by a sew er system , 
but th at other 
sections 
of th e city 
could get along with cesspools for a 
few years longer. 


The main sew er line would follow 
Indian Avenue to a point fur out on 
the desert, to a treatm en t plant, where 
all solids would be burned, and the 
w ater chlorinated before it is sunk in­ 
to the desert sands, th u s elim inating 
all danger of odor or th e spreading of 
germs. 


Among the speakers a t 
Tuesday’s 
m eeting w ere Supervisors Jack Mc­ 
Gregor, W. C. Moore and Ralph S tan­ 
field and County SERA Engineer Lee 
Nafsgar. The la tte r stated that SERA 
can and will provide the labor, which 
will probably have to be brought in 
from near-by com m unities, 
for the 
reason that there is little unemploy­ 
m ent in Palm Springs, 
there 
being 
about a dozen m en on relief rolls here 
and about 25 w ithin 
a radius of 15 
miles. 


Mr. N afsgar said it would not be 
neceesary to form a sanitary district, 
for the project could be sponsored by 
th e county board of supervisors. 
Un­ 
der the present SERA setup, m aterials 
would have to be 
furnished 
by the 
comm unity o r county, but it is prob­ 
able PWA m oney may be obtained for 
m aterials. 
U nder the sta te relief pro­ 
gram , 25 per cent of th e $24,000,000 
provided through the sta te bond issue 
can be used for the purchase of m a­ 
terials.. 
Chairm an M cGregor of the county 
board of supervisors said the supervis­ 
ors have a w arm spot in their hearts 
for Palm Springs, and th a t he is sure 
the sew er will be started here this 
year. 
O ther supervisors backed up 
Mr. McGregor in the statem ent.

with the smoke and fumes from 
the Diesel engine trucks we left 
the highway at the first oppor­ 
tunity.

If you want to enjoy the desert 
and mountains you should leave the 
beaten paths. 
W e drove up W hite­ 
water Canyon to the end of the road. 
Five miles from the state highway, 
although it seemed much farther, we 
arrived at W heeler’s Lodge, 
on the 
Proebstel 
ranch — an 
enchanting 
grassy dell, bordered with alder trees 
and surrounded by high cliffs. Many 
little babbling brooks and 
nvulets 
cross the property, affording a para­ 
dise for Mallard ducks that are 
as 
tame as domesticated fowl. They are 
free to fly away, but they prefer to 
remain and rear their yqpng under 
the protection of “no hunting” signs 
and in return they supply their land- 
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BANK DEPOSITS IN 1934 GAIN $5,700,000,000 
Figures dealing with the economic rejuvena­ 
tion of the country during 1934 were issued by the 
Federal Reserve Board at the year-end showing 
an enormous increase in bank deposits on the one 
hand and, on the other, fewer bank failures than 
at any time since 1920. The deposit growth was 
more than five billion seven hundred million, an 
increase of twelve per cent over 1933. 
The survey shows th at total deposits in all 
banks at the end of 1934 w ere well over forty- 
four billions, a figure more nearly 
approaching 
normal than any in the past few years. Most sig­ 
nificant feature of this rem arkable grow th in de­ 
posits is that it exceeds the total circulating media 
or actual cash outstanding in the country, which 
amounted to $5,628,000,000. 
Nor is the growth in deposits due to any con­ 
siderable increase in the volume of money. T hat 
there has been no sizable inflation of currency in 
the year is shown by the fact th a t the amount now 
outstanding is only $91,000,000 more th an on De­ 
cember 26, 1933. 
Holdings by the banks of governm ental obli­ 
gations have resulted, according to the Reserve 
Board’s statem ent, in great sum s of money being 
drawn out and given purchasing power. Much of 
this money is re-deposited, draw n out again and 
again to pay for government public works, and 
thereafter returns to the banks. In o ther words, 
the business operations of the governm ent have 
resulted in the heaviest turnover of money in any 
year since the depression reached an acute stage. 
The second outstanding factor emphasized 
in the survey as responsible for increased 
de­ 
posits and increased business generally, is that 
hoarding has been reduced m easureably in every 
part of the country, largely because of the sound­ 
ness of the banking system as a whole and re­ 
vival of confidence on the part of depositors in 
the individual banking institutions. 
When the bank holiday ended March 15, 1933, 
it was shown th a t a total of 4,215 banks, having 
total deposits of $4,000,000,000 were not imme­ 
diately licensed to reopen. As of November, 1934, 
when the latest official figures were 
available, 
only 229 banks with total deiiosits of $130,000,000 
had failed to resum e business. 
These included 
only sixteen small banks which are m em bers of 
the Federal Reserve system, with deposits of 
$16,000,000. 
Bank failures during 1934 were reduced 
to 
the lowest since 1920. 
Fifty-three banks 
sus­ 
pended, an average of one a week. In 1912, aver­ 
age susjiensions were fifteen a day, or two for 
every working hour of the year. 
Only one m em ­ 
ber bank of the Federal Reserve suspended dur­ 
ing the year and only nine insured banks failed. 


THE “GOLD” DECISION 
Decree of the highest tribunal of the land, up­ 
holding the federal legislation abrogating 
gold 
contracts, w as received with mingled emotions 
by the Amperican people. On one hand there was 
rejoicing; on the other hand disappointm ent was 
expressed. 
Regardless of personal opinion as to the judg­ 
m ent of the high court, it is no doubt well that the 
point has been settled. Congress can now adopt 
legislation to fit into the emergency of the hour. 
Most foreign countries are off the gold standard, 
and perhaps th at standard will never again be 
universally adojited. 
The 'm a tte r 
settled by the U. S. Supreme 
court was complex in all its ramifications. 
Just 
how right, or how wrong, w ere its m em bers in 
their deliberations will be a m a tte r for time to 
prove. 
Could one peer into the future ten years 
he would know m ore about a question which has 
divided the nine m em bers of the highest court of 
this country. 


G angsters have had the fear of God put into 
their hearts during the last year, with the relent­ 
less w ar on them waged by federal sleuths who 
are under instructions to ‘ shoot on sight,” w hen­ 
ever a bandits’ nest is discovered. 
The work of 
the federal men is not interfered with by state 
boundaries, and the force is m ade up of picked 
m en from every part of the country. The pleasant 
diversion of raiding banks in the smaller cities, 
shooting down an officer or two and a typewriter 
girl now and then, and a few hostages on the run­ 
ning boards until the party gets out of town, is 
becoming less popular even am ong the m ost reck­ 
less desperadoes. 
In short, Uncle Sam is doing 
magnificent work in protecting himself and 
his 
family, and the old gent is being told of it and 
thanked by every newspaper in the land.—Ex.

Desert Data 


By DON ADMIRAL 
Naturalist 


Tahquitz Canyon was mentioned last week as an excellent short 
trip, to make either on foot or horseback. I have been asked to go 
over the trip mentioning things 
be seen. 
First of interest is the debris fan, the huge accumulation of 
material washed from the canyon and now spread out beyond the 
mouth of the canyon in the shape of a fan. 
The road and trail 
lead over this to the canyon. 
W here the trail crosses the creek the sand is dotted with 
bright yellow flakes; appears to be gold and was taken for such 
by some of the early members of the “great rush." 
However, 
there is nothing to be excited over for the flakes are merely yellow 
mica eroded from the granite rock. 
The stream itself, heads way up on San Jacinto where the 
snow lies. 
It is as pretty a little mountain stream as you can wish 
for. 
■ 
At the base of the southern cliff is an assortment of loose slabs 
of rock that have fallen from the cliff. This feature is known as 
a talus slope. Movement of rock in this accumulation is probably 
the source of some of the strange noises sometimes heard in Tah- 
quitz. 
The stream where it falls is industriously at work cutting away 
at the solid granite that impedes its progress upstream. 
That ex­ 
pression may puzzle but falls do move upstream because of the 
wearing away of the rock. 
In the lower section of the gorge the 
stream had comparatively easy work for the rock was badly shat­ 
tered but now it has encountered solid granite and is making little 
progress. The small recess it has cut has taken an enormous num­ 
ber of years. 
There is an elusive inhabitant of the canyon that one may 
hear but seldom see; the canyon wren. He is a little fellow meas­ 
uring about five inches from the tip of his beak to the tip of his 
tail. 
His song is a sharp, distinct whistle, down scale; well worth 
pausing and listening for. 
The W estern Bird Guide gives the following description: “As 
he is gathering his supply of food among the huge boulders and in 
the large rocky canyons, where he makes his home, you will, at 
short intervals, hear his loud joyous song, a song that puts to shame 
that of his largest relative of the plains. They build their nest of 
small sticks, leaves, grass and feathers, which is placed in the crevice 
of some rock, either down near the swiftly running mountain stream 
or high up in the cliffs above. Their three to five eggs are white, 
with spots of brown and lilac well covering the under color." 
If you would study the birds and animals move slowly, delib­ 
erately, quietly, for wild life will hurry to cover when quick move­ 
ment is observed. The best way is to go to the locality where the 
bird or animal you wish to see is frequenting, then sit quietly in 
a secluded spot and you will be well rewarded. 
A pair of opera 
glasses will help for short range observations. 
In all I made over forty entries, covering three pages of my 
notebook. 
It would not be fair to list all these as it would take . 
much from your hike if you know just what to expect. 
However, 
here are a few; bushes, sage, burro weed, creosote, bee sage, chup- 
arosa, bladderpod; trees, sycamore; flowers, a phacelia, a small yel­ 
low evening primrose; animals, ground squirrel; birds, canyon wren, 
rock wren, desert sparrow, linnet; rocks, many gradations of granite; 
lunch, a hundred charming spots. 
The W estern Flower Guide by Charles Francis Saunders is 
an excellent book, especially for one not so well acquainted with 
western flowers. There is a colored illustration of each flower de­ 
scribed that allows of direct comparison with a specimen. The de­ 
scriptions are simple and accurate. 
A key covering the color of 
blossoms is helpful in locating the flower. This is a good book to 
carry in the field. 
It is useful in other sections of California and 
the West.? 
Suggestions for a trip: 
Andreas Canyon—palms, Indian caves, Indian photographs. 
O r if you want to make a longer drive and longer day of it. 
Hidden Spring Canyon, a few miles 
southeast of Mecca— Iron- 
wood trees, Palo Verde trees, palms, mud hill formation, good loca­ 
tion for a picnic. 
W estern Bird Guide (Birds of the Rockies and west of the 
Pacific.)

H enry Ford will mnkc a personal 
visit to the West Coast this summer 
to see the California Pacific Interna­ 
tional Exposition, which opens May 
29th, at San Diego. 
F.dscl B. Ford. 
President of the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany, will also visit the exposition 
some time during the summer, but 
whether or not circumstances will per­ 
mit father and son to make the trip 
at the same time cannot now be deter­ 
mined. 
The Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the exposition. G. Aubrey 
Davidson said, “We bope to make the 
exposition a definite factor in the en­ 
couragement of friendship among the 
nations. 
We are inviting the govern­ 
ment of all nations on the Pacific 
Ocean to participate and. so far. we 
have had more than a score of accep;- 
anccs." 
The Ford building, cast in modern 
fines and embracing open-air features 
permitted by the mild Southern Cali­ 
fornia climate, is to be of permanent 
construction and is to remain in Bal­ 
boa Park after the exposition is over 
It 
will be an immense 
circular 
building, fronted by a high tower, 
built 
on a pronrmtory skirted on 


three sides by a deep canyon. 
The 
rear of the building will open on a 
balcony which will afford visitors a 
beautiful view, with the glistening 
Pacific in the distance. Over the ter­ 
raced slopes of the canyon is to be 
built one of (lie most attractive feat­ 
ures of the Ford exhibit—the "Roads 
of the Pacific”—reconstructed replicas 
of typical roads of the principal coun­ 
tries fronting on the Pacific Ocean. 
The visitor approaching the build­ 
ing from the front will see a high 
tower, its fluted sides resplendent in 
their whiteness, rising from a base 
having the appearance of two huge 
gear-wheels, laid on their sides, one 
within the other. 
The base of the 
tower is 221 feet above the ocean, and 
the tower itself rises 198 feet. Housed 
in the base of the tower will be an 
immense diorama showing the varie­ 
gated life in the Pacific countries. 
Grouped around the walls of the 
circular entrance to the building will 
be the pictured story of the produc- 
tiori of various kinds of ore, wool, 
cotton, bauxite, rubber and other raw 
materials used in the manufacture of 
the Ford car. 
• 
The main part of the building, built 


of white stucco plaster, will be 340 
feet in diameter, its outer wall 40 feet 
high. 
Inside against the wall, are a 
series of exhibits, then, moving to­ 
ward the center, a broad passage-way, 
and then another series of exhibits 
arranged in broad semi-circular form. 
The exhibits and the passageway are 
to be roofed over, but, in the center, 
is a great open court, 186 feet wide, 
in which all the latest models of Ford 
and Lincoln cars will be on display, 
while in a separate location will be a 
complete exhibit of models of the 
Ford car, showing the development of 
the modern automobile. 
Entering the great exhibition hall, 
the visitor will see. to the right, a cor­ 
ridor with exhibits showing the actual 
manufacture of Ford parts, and in 
the left corridor exhibits 
showing 
body designing and motor assembly 
and telling the whole story of the 
technical development of the Ford 
car. 
The architectural department of the 
exposition, 
headed 
by 
Richard 
S. 
Rcqua, are the architects and engi­ 
neers of the building, which was de­ 
signed by W alter Dorwin Teague of 
New York City.

Eugene Grasm al, a w orker in the com­ 
m issary departm ent, who fought the 
blaze single-handed until the connec­ 
tions burned aw ay, and then turned 
off the gas connection to prevent an 
exploeion. He was badly burned. Fred

The S tate Suprem e Court has given 
a new tw ist to th e doctrine of riparian 
rights—a principle that concerns us 
not very much right h e re but te of 
large consequence w here users of wa­ 
te r tak e theirs from a stream which 
has other users. 
A few years ago the 
court, speaking through Justice R ich­ 
ards. gave a decision th at was crit­ 
icized in many w ater-inform ed circles. 
This was known as the H erm inghaus 
case and it w ent up from one of the 
counties through which flows the San 
Joaquin river. 
M any rights th at w ere 
supposed to be secure w ere disturbed 
by this decision. 
Now th e H erm ing­ 
haus decision seem s to have 
been 
scrapped, if one's Inform ation gleaned 
only from new spaper accounts, is to 
be depended upon. 
The doctrine of 
riparian rights has m any long legal 
definitions. 
P erhaps it is sufficient 
for the lay mind th at it be stated th at 
a stream flowing by one's property 
m ust n ot be depleted of its w ater; 
th at th e land ow ner is entitled that 
the w ater therein shall rem ain undis­ 
turbed; and th a t if there cam e flood 
w aters carying down soil, which th e 
aforeeaid land ow ner m ight like to 
have deposited upon his land, no one 
could interfere, th is right to flood wa­ 
te rs 
taking 
precedence over 
bene­ 
ficial use by others—such was 
the 
H erm inghaus decision. 
The present decision by th e 
Su­ 
prem e Court, follow ing upon the pass­ 
ing of some 
conetitutional 
am end 
m ents, declares th a t not even a ra p a r­ 
ían rig h t ow ner can stop another from 
m aking beneficial use of so m uch of

He was a visitor in Phoenix at the 
tim e. 
“ T he decision of the suprem e court 
■will bring about m uch improved con­ 
ditions," Babson said. 
“Nothing can 
stop a sharp and rapid rise in com­ 
m odity prices. The cost of living will 
go up along with the prices of cattle, 
sheep, farm products and other com­ 
m odities and generally b etter times 
will return. 
"A nother bright ray in the decision 
is th e fact it will retard government 
spending and will 
stim ulate 
cash 
tran sactio n s in spite of th e fact 
it 
w ill retard long term credit.” 
G overnm ent spending will be 
re­ 
tard ed by placing m ore money in cir­ 
culation and giving m ore people em­ 
ploym ent through th e Increase in de­ 
m and th at will result from the court 
action, he explained. Had the decision 
been reversed, he said, it would have

"T he little man w ith the urge 
to 
«ave” will be invited by the U. S. 
T reasury on M arch 1 to invest in its 
new "baby bonds.” 
Prospective buyers w ere advised by 
trea su ry officials the new' securities, 
to be issued in denom inations as low 
a s 125, will yield 2.9 per cent com­ 
pounded sem i-annually. The issue will 
be th e G overnm ent's first drive to 
borrow from the "little fellow" since 
th e W orld W ar. 
T hese bonds will not be transfer­ 
ab le, bu t will be redeem ed at the own­ 
e r’s request after 60 days. 
The face 
of each bond will bear a table enabling 
th e purchaser to know its redem ption 
v alue a t all times. 
A new series is to be issued on the 
first of every month. 
The bonds, to be known officially 
a s "U nited S tates saving bonds," will 
y ield th e 2.9 per cent if held until 
th eir 10-year m aturity, it was explain­ 
ed. 
They will be sold on a discount 
basis, which m eans th e interest will 
b e deducted from the purchase price 
o f th e security. 
F or exam ple, said th e treasury an­ 
nouncem ent, purchasers will pay $18.75 
for a bond of $25 m aturity 
value, 
$37.50 for a $50 bond, $75 for a $100 
bond, $375 for a $500 bond, and $750 
fo r a $1.000 bond. 
T he bonds will be available In 14,­ 
000 first, second and third class post­ 
offices and a t all fourth class offices! 
in county sea t towns. 


Owners of thousands of California 
hom es are taking advantage of 
the 
Federal Housing Act to remodel, re­ 
pair, and bring their hom es up to date 
th is spring. 
Accordiug to the Pacific Coa«t Elec­ 
trical Bureau, since th e Housing Act 
loans for electrical wiring, and as a 
house can be wired w ith little 
dis­ 
turbance, m ost of these home owners 
a re taking this opportunity to m odern­ 
ize their homes by new wire installa­ 
tion. 
Tlie Bureau reports m any 
re­ 
quests from all parts of the Pacific 
eoaet for inform ation regarding the 
requirem ents 
of

properly 
wired 
home.

T hey point out th at while the needs 
for each hom e are individual, yet cer­ 
tain standard rules can be m ade 
to 
cover the average home. 
In planning 
for new wiring, each room should be 
studied, and provision made for all 
possible requirem ents as new uses for 
electricity in the home are being de­ 
veloped constantly, and most homes 
add new electrical equipm ent from 
y ear to year. 
Of m ajor im portance le an abundant 
supply of convenience outlets, so that 
lam ps, vacuum cleaners, heaters, fans, 
and other needed appliances m ay be 
used a t any desired point. 
F o r fixtures more o r less perm a­ 
nently located, such as the refrigera­ 
tor, range, washing m achine, radio, 
and electric clocka, outlets can 
be 
concealed In out of the way places, 
as they do not need to be easily ac­ 
cessible. 
Provision 
should 
be 
m ade 
for 
abundant general illum ination in each 
room, supplied by indirect lighting 
fixtures. Additional local light should 
be supplied by lamps in places where 
serloue seeing tasks are carried on, 
such as reading, writing, and sewing. 
If light is used as decoration, 
such 
as wall brackets, the light 
sources 
should be well shaded. 
F o r added safety in the home, good 
lighting should be provided in all hall- 
waye, closets, basem ents, and porches. 
Some of the lights 
in 
each room 
should be controlled by a sw itch near 
the door, so that lights may be tu rn ­ 
ed on upon entering a room. 
This 
does away w ith the danger of stum b­ 
ling around in the dark to locate a 
light sw itch. Also, it is a convenience 
to have sw itch controls a t each end 
of a large room or hallw ay so that 
lights may be turned on or off from 
e ith er point. 
In laying out a new system , it is 
advisable to have 
outlets 
plai$d 
around the house out of doors in or­ 
der th a t electricity m ay be available 
for lighting walks and drivew ay, for 
illum ination of pools and fountains, 
and for outdoor tree decorations 
at 
C hristm as. 
For this outdoor service, 
w ater-proof outlets should be used.

O rganization of construction crews 
preparatory to the im m ediate launch­ 
ing of work on two big diversion tun­ 
nels, which will c arry the w aters of 
the Colorado river around the Parker 
Dam unit of the Colorado R iver aque­ 
duct while it is being built, w as being 
carried forward today by contractors 
on the job. 
The dam is being built by Six Com­ 
panies, Inc., for the U. S. B ureau of 
Reclam ation, under a contract 
be­ 
tween the G overnm ent and th e M etro­ 
politan W ater district. 
TIJ^ J . F. 
Shea Company holds a subcontract 
for the driving of th e diversion tun­ 
nels. 
W ork is to be sta rte d imm ediately 
on the completion of the construction 
bridge across the riv er at Parker Dam 
site eo th a t the site of the tunnels, on 
the Arizona side of th e river, may be 
reached by construction crew s. 
Op­ 
erations also are to be set under way 
at once on a road to the dam site on 
the California side of the river. 
The new dam, located 150 
miles 
dow nstream from Boulder Dam, will 
form the reservoir from which 
the 
M etropolitan W ater D istrict will divert 
Colorado River w ater into the aque­ 
d u c t 
It will be 800 feet long across 
Its creet and 315 feet high from bed­ 
rock. 
The reservoir to be formed by Park­ 
er Dam will be approxim ately 50 miles 
long, extending upstream alm ost as 
far as the city of Needles. 
Its capa­ 
city will be 717,000 acre feet. 
W ork on the dam is being resum ed 
as the result of action by the United 
States Suprem e Court, restraining the 
state of Arizona from interfering with 
the building of the dam on Arizona 
territory. 
The ca«e has been set for 
hearing March 4. a t which tim e, it is 
understood, a final determ ination will 
be made by the court. 
C onstruction activity on th e dam 
was halted tem porarily a num ber of 
weeks ago when Governor M oeur of 
Arizona declared m artial law 
and 
called out Arizona National G uards­ 
men to stop the building of the struc­ 
ture.
